The con­ 
gregation bought it from C. B. T ate 
for $420. Mr. Tate bought the build­ 
ing for $350 only last 
Saturday

public sale from the G ettysburg Social 
Club. 
The “edifice” is located in the Third 
W ard near Long Lane and was first 
used as a colored church and school 
building. It was then the only colored 
church in the town but later the two 
congregations came into existence and 
each nad its own house of worship as 
at present. 
The school 
authorities 
found another building for the colored 
school and the old house became a 
dwelling. Several fam ilies lived in H 
and some years ago it went into other 
hands. 
Under the name of “M arble H all” 
it continued for some tim e to be the 
gathering place 
for

num ber 
of 
pleasure loving G ettysburgians and 
numerous functions of more or less 
interest to

were 
held there. 
The building was sold 
Saturday 
together with much equipm ent

The cost to the State of each deer 
killed by hunters is $35, and this is 
argum ent used by the advocates of 
the hunters’ license bill, which pro­ 
vides that a license fee of $1 m ust be 
paid for a perm it to h u n t 
Though handicapped by the lack of 
funds the S tate Game Commission is 
m aking strenuous efforts to provide 
sport royal for the 230,000 sportsm en 
in the State. The commission has a l­ 
ready established five gam e preserves. 
These are located on the forest pre­ 
serves of the State in Perry, Franklin, 
W estmoreland, Clinton and Clearfield 
counties, and each game preserve is 
nine miles in circum ference, surround­ 
ed by a single wire fence. H unters 
are forbidden to shoot gam e in these 
preserves at any tim e of year, or even 
to carry a gun on the preserve. 
The gam e commission last year 
obtained from Yellowstone Park 50 
head of elk, 25 of which were placed 
in the Clinton county preserve and 
twenty-five in the Clearfield county 
preserve. Not long ago 57 head of 
deer obtained in Michigan were placed 
in the Perry and W estm oreland county 
preserves. 
The record of the gam e commis­ 
sion show th a t last fall 819 buck deer 
were killed, and 67 doe deer. There 
is a law against killing the latter. 
Bears to the num ber of 135 were killed 
in the State. Pennsylvania is said to 
rank high am ong the S tates in the 
number 
of 
daer 
killed 
within 
its 
boundaries.

The 
custom iii the past for livery firms 
has been to take out two of these one- 
horse vehicle license* and then to get 
the licenses for the large two and four 
horse w agons at $3 each.

He Repudiates Knox’s “Dollar 
Diplomacy" Policy. 


DECLINES BARKERS’ REQUEST 


The 
Pres dent Disapproves of Gov­ 


ernm ental E ndorsem ent of Loan to 


China. 


W ashington. .March lh— Repudiation 
by President Wilson of the Knox pul­ 
ley with regard to China and the pro­ 
posed six power loan of 1125,009,000 
to that republic was annoum ed at the 
W hite House.

five powers, G reat Britain, Germany, 
Fiance, Russia an I Japan.

This a ti >n by President Wilson is
